No. F.- 251 / 37 -CTSrG^-Ia exercise of 
the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
of section 67, read with section 129A, 
of the Government of India Act, the 
Governor General in Council, with the 
sanotion of the Secretary of State in 
Council, is pleased to direct that the 
following further amendments shall be 
m ado in the Indian Legislative Rules, 
namely : — 

In the said rales — 

1. Rule 11 shall be numbered as 
sub -rule (1) of rule 11, and at 
the beginning of the said sub- 
rule the following shall be in- 
serted, namely :■ — 

“ Subject to the provisions of 
sub-rule (2) of rule 22,”. 

% In rule 11, after sub-rule (1), the 
following sub-rule shall be 
added, namely 

“(2) Notice of a motion 
under sub -rule (1) shall 


ue given before the com- 
mencement of the sitting 
on the day on which the 
motion is proposed to be 
made both to the Presi- 
dent and to the Member 
of the Government to 
whose department the 
motion relates.” 

3. For sub-rule (2) of rule 22 the 
following sub rule shall be 
substituted, namoly 

“(2) The Governor General 
at any time after notice 
has been given of a 
motion for adjournment 
under rule 11 may, not- 
withstanding the con- 
sent of the President, or 
before such consent 
has been given, take 
cognizance of such 
motion and disallow it 


( 3 ) 
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on the ground that it 
cannot be moved with- 
out detriment to the 
public interest or on the 
ground that it relates 
to a matter which is not 
primarily the concern 
of the Governor General 
in Counoil, and, if he 
does so the adjournment 
shall not be permitted 
by the President, and 
no further discussion of 
the motion shall take 
place.” 

4. After rule 52 the following rule 
shall bo added, namely : — 

“ 63. Communications-'frorn’ 
the Governor General to 


the Indian Legislature 
shall be made to the 
President of the Cham- 
ber concerned by written 
message or, if the Gov- 
ernor General is abswufc 
from the headquarters 
of the Government, by 
tek-graphio message the 
authenticity of which 
shall be certified to the 
President under signa- 
ture of the Member of 
the Government whose 
department is concern- 
ed ”
